Michigan. — Keports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended March 16, 1901, from 66 observers, indicate that diarrhea, 
enteric fever, pleuritis, pneumonia, and whooping cough were more 
prevalent, and inflammation of kidneys less prevalent than in the pre- 
ceding week. Cerebro-spinal meningitis was reported present at 4, 
whooping cough at 13, diphtheria at 27, measles at 28, enteric fever at 

40, scarlet fever at 103, phthisis pulmonalis at 172, and smallpox at 75 
places. 

Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the week ended 
March 23, 1901, from 84 observers, indicate that diphtheria, enteric 
fever, pleuritis, and pneumonia were less prevalent than in the pre- 
ceding week. Cerebro-spinal meningitis was reported present at 4, 
whooping cough at 10, measles at 25, diphtheria at 26, enteric fever at 

41, scarlet fever at 96, phthisis pulmonalis at 182, and smallpox at 77 
places.
